Ladies  and  Gentlemen 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  state 
of  the  Public  Health,  and  the  Reports  by  the  Inspectors  on  their 
work,  in  the  Districts,  during  the  year  1959. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimates  of  the  mid-year  populations 
of  the  Districts,  which  form  the  basis  for  most  of  the  statistical 
data  in  the  reports,  are  analysed  in  the  following  table.

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The  population  in  the  area  of  the  four  districts  increased 
during  1959  by  2,800,  compared  with  2,230  in  the  previous  year  ; 
the  movement  of  people  into  the  districts,  and  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths,  accounted  for  seventy- two,  and  twenty-eight  per  cent, 
respectively,  of  the  increase. 

THE  BIRTH  RATES 

The  live  birth  rates  in  Bushey,  Chorleywood,  Rickmansworth, 
and  Watford  Rural  were  : — 16.0,  13.9,  14.7  and  15.7,  respectively, 
per  thousand  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  16.5.  The  total  number  of  births  was  slightly  less  than  in 
the  previous  year — 1,707  compared  with  1,715.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATES 
The  infantile  mortality  rates  in  the  districts  compare  favourably 
with  the  rate  of  22-6  for  the  whole  country.  The  rates  were: — 
Bushey,  18.9  ;  Chorleywood,  22.0  ;  Rickmansworth,  14.7  ;  and 
Watford  Rural,  19.1  ;  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year 
per  1,000  live  births. 

It  will  be  seen  in  the  reports  that  most  of  the  infantile  deaths 
occurred  within  one  week  of  birth,  when  such  causes  as  prematurity, 
birth  injuries,  and  malformations  have  their  effects. 

THE  DEATH  RATES 

The  death  rates  for  all  ages  and  all  causes  were  : — Bushey,  8.0 
(9.1),  Chorleywood,  9.2  (9.7),  Rickmansworth,  8.0  (10.0).  and 
Watford  Rural,  8.6  (10.0)  :  the  figures  given  in  brackets  are  the 
corrected  rates  obtained  by  applying  the  respective  Comparability 
Factors  which  take  into  acccount  the  fact  that  the  age  distributions 
of  the  populations  in  the  districts  are  rather  favourable  to  low  rates 
The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.6  deaths  per 
1,000  of  the  population.

THE  NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  the  common  infections  of  childhood  was 
generally  lower  than  in  1958.  Measles,  the  commonest  of  the 
diseases,  was  less  prevalent,  with  605  cases  compared  with  729. 
The  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  recorded  last  year  was  31, 
compared  with  39  in  1957  and  501  in  1956.  Whilst  it  would  be  too 
much  to  expect  that  this  low  incidence  of  the  disease  will  be  main¬ 
tained,  the  greatest  chance  of  its  being  so  depends  on  the  general 
adoption  of  immunization  which  should  be  commenced  during  the 
early  months  of  infancy  in  order  that  some  protection  may  be 
provided  at  a  time  when  an  attack  is  often  severe.  Scarlet  Fever 
notifications  rose  last  year  to  63  ;  the  numbers  for  the  previous 
three  years  were  : — 52,  55,  and  65  ;  the  disease  was  of  a  mild  type. 

There  were  five  cases,  all  males,  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  com¬ 
pared  with  one  in  1958,  and  nineteen  in  1957.  There  was  one  death 
last  year,  the  only  one  during  this  period.  None  of  the  cases  had 
been  immunized.  Vaccination  is  freely  available  to  anyone  up  to 
the  age  of  forty  : — from  their  own  Doctor,  or  at  any  convenient 
clinic,  including  those  at  schools. 

There  has  not  been  a  case  of  Diphtheria  in  any  of  the  districts 
during  the  last  eleven  years.  To  maintain  this  freedom  from  a 
disease  of  which  there  were  50,797  cases,  with  2,641  deaths,  in 
England  and  Wales  in  1941,  before  immunization  was  generally 
taken  up,  it  is  necessary  that  the  state  of  immunity  of  children,  and 
particularly  of  the  very  young,  should  be  kept  at  a  high  level,  l^he 
immunization  is  of  a  simple  nature  and  it  can  readily  be  obtained 
through  the  same  arrangements  as  those  mentioned  above  for 
Whooping  Cough.  The  outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  which  occur  from 
time  to  time,  in  localities  where  immunization  has  been  neglected, 
should  remind  parents  of  their  responsibility. 


THE  FOOD  SUPPLY 


The  storage  and  handling  of  food  are  matters  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  the  public  health.  Considerable  attention  is  now 
being  given  to  the  presentation  of  food  in  a  clean  and  attractive 
manner.  People  have  become  critical  of  flies,  wasps,  and  indifferent 
surroundings,  so  that,  on  food  premises,  cleanliness  can  be  said  to 
be  a  good  business,  as  well  as  a  good  public  health,  policy. 

Advice  is  given  to  food  handlers,  where  necessary,  on  the 
principles  of  hygiene  which  should  be  applied  to  their  particular 
work.  The  equipment  available  for  the  storage  and  protection  of 
food  exposed  for  sale  is  now  very  efficient,  and  its  extended  use 
is  recommended. 


HOUSING  AND  GENERAL 

A  large  proportion  of  the  work  in  the  Public  Health  departments 
is  devoted  to  Housing — repairs,  improvements,  and,  in  the  case  of 
property  which  is  not  repairable  at  a  reasonable  cost,  condemnation. 
In  the  last  case  every  effort  is  being  made  to  include  all  such  property 
in  programmes,  so  that  the  rehousing  of  occupants  may  be  phased 
with  the  anticipated  availability  of  alternative  accommodation. 

The  scope  of  the  rodent  control  services  has  been  extended 
where  necessary  to  deal  with  wasps  and  other  pests  causing  trouble, 
much  to  the  relief  of  residents. 

I  have  pleasure  in  recording  that  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
departments  has  been  carried  out  with  efficiency  and  consideration 
by  the  Inspectors  and  their  Staffs.

Clearance  Areas. 

Continued  progress  was  maintained  during  the  year  and  this  was  closely 
geared  to  new  Council  house  development.  Completion  of  new  Council  premises 
was,  however,  somewhat  slower  than  in  previous  years.  The  following  lists 
shows  the  position  regarding  clearance  areas  that  have  been  decided  upon 

Clearance  Area  No.  2.  43-53  Herkomer  Road — 6  dwellings. 

The  remaining  family  was  rehoused  and  all  premises  demolished. 

Clearance  Area  No.  3.  1-13  Crook  Log,  London  Road- — 13  dwellings. 
All  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

Clearance  Area  No.  4.  1-8  Salem  Cottages  and  Salem  Bungalow, 

Sparrows  Herne — 9  dwellings. 

All  the  houses  have  been  demolished  and  the  site  cleared. 

Clearance  Area  No.  5.  138-144  Merry  Hill  Road — 4  dwellings. 

All  the  families  remaining  in  this  area  were  rehoused  by  the  Council 
during  1959. 

Clearance  Area  No.  6.  124-138,  School  Lane — 8  dwellings. 

This  Clearance  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  and  two  families  have  so  far  been  rehoused. 
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Clearance  Area  No.  7.  177-187  Sparrows  Herne — G  dwellings. 

This  Clearance  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister,  and  the 
remaining  two  families  in  occupation  when  the  Order  was  confirmed 
were  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

Clearance  Area  No.  8.  21-27  Windmill  Street — 4  dwellings. 

This  area  was  declared  during  the  year,  and  the  Council  is  exploring 
the  possibility  of  purchasing  the  land  for  redevelopment. 

Clearance  Area  No.  9.  106-112  School  Land — 4  dwellings. 

This  area  was  declared  during  the  year,  and  it  is  hoped  to  receive 
confirmation  of  the  Clearance  Order  by  the  Minister  in  1960. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  making  of  a  further 
area  for  confirmation  during  1960. 

Individual  Unfit  Houses. 

The  following  two  premises  were  dealt  with  during  1959  — 

3  Bushey  Grange  Farm  Cottages,  Little  Bushey  Lane. 

Merry  Hill  House  Lodge,  Merry  Hill  Road. 

Both  these  unfit  premises  were  voluntarily  demolished  by  the  owners. 

As  properties  included  in  the  present  clearance  areas  are  demolished,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  more  premises  will  be  dealt  with  as  individual  unfit  houses. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

During  the  year  three  certificates  (Form  L.)  were  issued,  while  two 
certificates  (Form  P.)  were  issued  to  landlords,  certifying  that  the  defects 
specified  in  the  landlords  undertakings  had  been  remedied. 

Improvement  Grants. 

In  all  cases  applicants  were  owner-occupiers.  With  the  introduction 
of  standard  grants,  many  informal  visits  were  made  and  prospective  applicants 
interviewed,  but  it  will  not  be  possible  to  assess  the  full  value  of  the  scheme 
for  a  year  or  two.  Only  two  improvements  were  completed  during  the  year 
under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  while  four  others  were 
completed  under  the  previous  Acts. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

A  little  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  regarding  unsatisfactory 
sites,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  general  situation  (regarding 
residential  caravans)  has  not  materially  worsened.  One  very  unsatisfactory 
site  in  Sandy  Lane  was  cleared  of  caravans  during  the  year  ;  the  last  occupier 
being  fined  £5  for  failing  to  comply  with  an  Abatement  Notice.  No  new  sites 
have  been  developed,  while  it  is  hoped  that  the  proposed  legislation  will  help 
the  Council  to  obtain  efiective  control  over  existing  sites  and  to  clear  away 
unsatisfactory  ones.

As  far  as  the  Council’s  Caravan  Site  (Brookside,  Eastbury  Road)  is 
concerned,  12  vacancies  occurred  during  the  year,  3  being  filled  from  people 
living  on  unsatisfactory  sites,  while  the  remainder  were  let  to  applicants 
from  the  waiting  list.

Unfortunatel}^  the  position  regarding  the  itinerant  caravan  dweller  has 
worsened.  Many  of  these  caravan  occupants  did  not  move  on  when  requested 
to  do  so,  and  the  Council  was  compelled  to  resort  to  the  serving  of  Abatement 
Notices  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  in  some  cases  to  take  Court 
proceedings  for  Nuisance  Orders  to  be  made. 

In  many  cases  when  Abatement  Notices  have  been  served,  the  itinerant 
dwellers  move  on  only  for  the  site  to  be  re-occupied  by  other  similar  people. 
The  amount  of  time  involved  in  this  work  is  considerable  and  little  success 
is  achieved.

A  new  problem  was  created  during  the  year  when  showmen  parked  their 
caravans  and  equipment  in  the  district.  There  were  two  groups  on  two 
different  sites.  In  one  case  the  site  was  maintained  in  a  tidy  and  orderly 
manner,  causing  little  nuisance,  but  the  other  resulted  in  a  breaker's  yard 
for  buses  and  other  vehicles,  starting  up.  Hedges  were  damaged  and  the  whole 
area  became  an  unsightly  mess,  with  no  proper  sanitary  accommodation  or 
adequate  water  supply.  While  the  site  was  cleared  early  in  1960,  every  effort 
must  be  made  to  prevent  these  helds  becoming  a  regular  winter  site  for  this 
type  of  ‘  showman.’

THE  FOOD  SUPPLY 

Food  Condemned. 

The  following  quantities  of  food  were  condemned  during  the  year  ; — 

Meat,  carcase  lOlbs.  ;  Meat,  canned  321bs.  ;  Fish  16lbs.  ;  Other 
foods  221bs. 

All  this  unsound  food  was  disposed  of  by  burying  at  the  Council’s  Tip. 

Six  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  concerning  food  which 
had  been  purchased.  These  concerned  : — 

Bread  (3)— Mould  and  contamination.  Sausage  roll — Mould. 

Chocolate  biscuits — -Deterioration.  Bottle  of  milk — Foreign  matter 

In  the  case  of  the  sausage  roll,  the  Council  decided  to  prosecute  the  vendors, 
who  pleaded  guilty  to  an  offence  under  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955.  A  fine  of  £10  with  2  gns.  costs  was  imposed.  Warning  letters  were  sent 
in  respect  of  the  other  cases. 

Carcases  and  Offal  Inspected  and  Condemned  in  whole  or  in  part. 

No  regular  slaughtering  takes  place  within  the  district.  No  notice  of 
any  occasional  slaughtering  has  been  received  during  the  past  year. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  three  dairies  in  the  district  and  seven  persons  are  registered  as 
distributors  of  milk.  As  the  result  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General  Regulations) 
1959,  only  distributors  who  carry  on  their  trade  at  or  from  premises  within 
the  district  are  now  required  to  be  registered.  Previously  five  distributors 
were  on  the  register  who  operated  from  premises  outside  the  district. 
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Twenty-seven  Special  Designation  licences  were  granted  during  the  year

Twenty-four  samples  were  taken  from  the 
various  retailers  and  these  were  all  satisfactory  ;  twenty-three  being  placed 
in  Grade  1,  and  one  in  Grade  2.  One  retailer  made  a  small  number  of  ice 
lollies,  samples  of  which  were  found  to  comply  with  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat 
Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1959.

206  routine  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises  in  the  district.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  encourage  food  handlers  to  exercise  constant  vigilance  in  the 
way  they  carry  out  their  work. 

As  the  result  of  inspections,  hve  occupiers  of  food  premises  were  called 
upon  to  carry  out  redecoration  work  and  the  provision  of  impervious  surfaces 
to  food  tables  etc.  ;  three  were  required  to  provide  hanging  cupboards  for  staff 
clothing,  while  two  were  required  to  provide  sinks  with  hot  and  cold  water. 

The  rebuilding  of  a  transport  cafe  was  completed  during  the  year.  This 
rebuilding  was  the  direct  result  of  action  taken  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  public  water  supply  is  chlorinated  and  adequate  for  the  district. 
Three  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  these  were 
reported  as  fit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Fifteen  houses  where  the  water  supply  was  from  a  common  standpipe 
in  the  gardens  were  demolished,  as  the  result  of  action  taken  under  the  Housing 
Act. 

Swimming  Pool. 

Eleven  inspections  were  made  of  the  Council’s  Swimming  Pool  and  fourteen 
water  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  the  samples 
were  satisfactory. 

Work  was  completed  on  the  installation  of  the  new  filtration  and  chlorina¬ 
tion  plant  which  was  in  operation  throughout  the  1959  season.

On  1st  May,  1959,  three  stations  were  established  for  the  recording  of 
sulphur  oxides  in  the  atmosphere,  by  exposing  lead  peroxide  candles.  The 
Borough  of  Watford  also  co-operated  with  this  work  by  setting  up  a  station 
in  their  area  on  the  west  side  of  the  Gas  Works.  The  candles  are  analysed 
once  a  month,  and  when  these  results  have  been  recorded  for  a  period  of  at 
least  twelve  months,  some  indication  of  the  level  of  pollution  by  sulphur 
oxides  will  be  obtained.  Early  results  indicate,  as  was  expected,  a  higher 
pollution  in  the  area  north-east  of  the  Gas  Works  than  elsewhere  in  the  district. 

A  number  of  plans  were  examined  where  developers  proposed  to  install 
boiler  plants,  and  in  every  case  agreement  was  reached  regarding  details 
concerning  the  plant  to  be  installed.  One  factory  installed  three  large  boilers 
with  a  capacity  of  8,368,750  B.T.U.

Housing. 

During  the  year  six  houses  were  demolished  and  eleven  closed.  The 
Council  declared  a  clearance  area  at  West  Hyde  comprising  twenty-two  houses 
at  Royal  Exchange  Cottages. 

Applications  for  improvement  grants  continue  to  be  received  and  these 
are  sympathetically  considered.  Since  the  introduction  of  improvement  grant 
legislation,  107  Discretionary  grants  have  been  approved  and  the  works 
completed.  Three  applications  for  standard  grants  have  been  received  and 
two  approved.  Four  houses  included  in  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance 
Programme  have  been  saved  from  demolition  by  the  aid  of  improvement  grants. 

Moveable  Dwellings,  Caravans,  Gipsies. 

The  majority  of  the  moveable  dwellings  in  the  District  are  on  single 
sites,  and  licensed.  There  are  two  sites  licensed  for  fifteen  and  three  dwellings, 
respectively.  The  total  number  of  dwellings  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
forty- four.

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District  at  251  Uxbridge  Road, 
Mill  End. 

New  regulations  concerning  hygienic  practices  and  the  prevention  of 
cruelty  to  animals  came  into  operation  on  1st  January,  1959.  The  slaughter¬ 
house  premises  did  not  measure  up  to  the  improved  standards  required  by 
these  regulations  and  steps  were  taken  to  secure  the  necessary  improvements. 
In  September,  1959,  before  these  had  been  effected,  however,  the  throughput 
of  animals  increased  sharply.  The  slaughterhouse,  which  previously  had  been 
used  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  occupier’s  own  butchers  shop  and  which 
had  consequently  been  used  only  about  once  per  week,  was  now  used  to  slaughter 
animals  for  four  other  butchers,  some  of  whom  had  several  shops.  The  premises 
began  to  be  used  hve,  six  and  sometimes  seven  days  per  week.  Contraventions 
of  regulations  governing  hygienic  practices  were  frequently  observed  and  action 
taken  culminated  in  legal  proceedings  being  brought  by  the  Council. 

These  proceedings,  which  were  concluded  on  7th  January,  1960,  resulted 
in  fines  totalling  £55.

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The  following  are  comments  on  samples  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  to 
be  unsatisfactory  : — 

[a)  Three  bread  samples  were  found  to  have  burnt  dough  in  the  texture  of 
the  loaf  and  one  had  brown  wheat  flour  in  a  white  loaf. 

[b)  Two  samples  of  pork  luncheon  meat  had  a  low  meat  content  and 
representations  were  made  to  the  manufacturers. 

[c)  A  baker  was  selling  protein  enriched  ”  bread  but  on  analysis  it  was 
found  that  there  was  insufficient  protein  to  justify  the  description. 
After  representations  the  description  ceased  to  be  used. 

{d)  Mouse  excreta  found  in  a  cream  slice.  Proceedings  were  taken  and 
a  fine  of  £10  and  costs  inflicted. 

{e)  A  sample  of  ‘‘  mixed  fruit  ”  was  found  to  contain  only  3.2%  of  peel. 
After  representations  the  manufacturers  increased  the  amount  to  6.2%. 

(/)  A  further  sample  of  orange  juice  concentrate  lying  at  West  Hyde  was 
taken.  The  result,  as  before,  was  unsatisfactory. 


Water  Supply. 

The  Rickmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Company  supplies  tne 
greater  part  of  the  area  ;  the  Colne  Valley  Water  Company  supplies  a  relatively 
small  number  of  houses  in  the  Eastbury  area.  Two  satisfactory  samples  from 
each  supply  were  taken,  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Pools. 

The  Ebury  Road  Open  Air  Bath  is  owned  by  the  Council.  The  water 
supply  is  by  bore  and  electric  pump.  Chlorination  apparatus  is  in  use,  and 
frequent  checks  are  made  by  the  attendant  and  by  this  department. 

The  Aquadrome,  a  natural  lake,  is  largely  used  for  swimming  during  the 
summer  months. 

The  Ebury  Road  Open  Air  Bath  and  the  Mill  End  Junior  School  Bath 
were  only  open  for  a  short  period  during  the  summer,  5  water  samples  were 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 
Nineteen  inspections  were  made.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  smoke  abate¬ 
ment  took  on  an  even  more  important  aspect  during  the  year.  In  addition  to 
advisory  visits  to  boiler  installations,  progress  was  made  by  liaison  with  other 
interested  bodies. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  Refuse  Collection — The  service  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
throughout  the  District.  During  the  post-war  years  there  has  been  considerable 
expansion  in  this  service  on  account  of  the  extensive  housing  development  in 
the  Council’s  area.  Eleven  vehicles  are  now  employed,  namely: — six  18  cu.  yd., 
rear  loaders  ,  three  12  cu.  yd.  Double  Cab  ,  two  10  cu.  yd.  Double  Cab  ; 
in  full  use.  In  addition,  four  10  cu.  yd.  Single  Cab  act  as  relief  vehicles. 
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With  a  view  to  overcoming  the  dithculty  in  maintaining  a  regular  weekly 
collection  of  refuse  throughout  the  District  owing  to  shortage  of  staff,  an 
incentive  bonus  scheme  was  put  into  operation  in  June,  and  this  is  working 
satisfactory. 

A  Trade  Refuse  Collection  Scheme  provides  for  a  charge  being  made  for 
the  removal  of  trade  refuse  from  shop  premises.  The  scale  of  fees  in  force 
provides  for  no  charge  in  respect  of  the  first  dustbin,  30/-  per  year  for  the 
second  bin,  20/-  for  the  third,  and  15/-  for  the  fourth  and  subsequent  bins. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal — With  the  expansion  of  the  refuse  collection  service, 
there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  refuse  collected,  and 
additional  land  has  had  to  be  taken  over  at  the  two  refuse  disposal  sites  at 
Abbots  Langley  and  Aldenham.  Controlled  tipping  is  being  carried  out  at 
both  tips,  with  the  assistance  of  mechanical  equipment. 

(c)  Cesspool  Emptying — The  emptying  of  cesspools  is  undertaken  by  the 
Council,  and  the  scheme  covers  the  whole  of  the  district.  Cesspools  are  emptied 
at  the  request  of  owners  or  occupiers  without  charge,  but  the  Council  reserve  the 
right  to  review  this  arrangement  at  any  time,  and  to  impose  a  scale  of  charges 
in  specific  cases,  or  generally,  should  they  consider  it  necessary  or  desirable. 
An  800  gallon  Cesspool  Emptying  Vehicle,  operated  by  two  men,  is  in  use. 
In  addition,  it  is  necessary  to  employ  the  services  of  a  contractor  who  uses 
modern  type  emptying  vehicles.  The  improved  efficiency  of  the  service  was 
maintained  during  the  year,  and  as  a  result,  the  number  of  emptyings  has 
increased. 

The  Council  has  under  consideration  the  question  of  extending  the  sewerage 
system  in  certain  areas  of  the  District,  and  applications  have  been  made  to  the 
Ministry  for  consents  in  respect  of  these.  The  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  is 
into  sewers  in  the  area.
